Its buildings, 
prior to their destruction by the 
earthquake and £ (fire, occupied 
nearly 35 acrés in grounds com- 
prising 310 acres in and near the 
city of Tokio. Two-thirds of the 
bulldings were destroyed. The main 
library, as well as the three de- 
partmental libraries, did not es- 
cape the catastrophe. Nearly the 
entire collection of 800,000 volumes 

was reduced to ashes. 

Stnce its foundation, the Im- 
perial University has been the cen- 
ter Of culture in Japan. It has 
maintained the highest educaticn- 
al and scientific standards. Most 
of the Japanese leaders in almost 
all spheres of activities—-politica), 
government, diplomatic, commer-

JUDGE ROBERT N. DUNN DEAD 


Head of Idaho Swpreme Court— 
Was Born in Missouri. 
By the Associated Press. 

BOISE, Idaho, Jan. 17.—Report 
of the death of Chief Justice Rob- 
ert N. Dungy of the State Supreme 
Court at his home here today re- 
sulted in immediate adjournment 
of the Senate of the Eighteenth 
Idaho Legislature and adoption of 
resolutions of sympathy by both 
the Senate and the lower house. 

Death occurred at 9:30 o'clock 
this morning at his home here. 
Justice Dunn had been head of the 
State’s highest tribunal since Jan.

He was 
born March 10, 1857, in Warsaw, 
Mo., and came to Idaho in 1891, 
first residing at Wallace and later 
at Coeur D’Alene, where for a 
time he was Registrar of the Land 
Office.

I am at a loss to know where Mr. Lu- 
cas got the impression that I made any 
euch siatement as he ascribes to me. 
In my discussions of the proposed child 
labor amendment I have always laid 
stress upon the fact that the child labor 
problem is national in extent, and that | 
it is not confined to any section of the | 
country. I have also pointed out that ! 
whereyer there is a high rate of child, 
employment, either in the North or in | 
the South, there is also a high rate of | 
illiteracy. Fortunately 1 used a manu- | 
script in my address in St. Louis, and | 
I quote the following paragraph from my) 
address exactly as it was given on that | 
Occasion. 

“We are told that the Southern states | 

are the worst offenders in the employ- 
ment of children, and that the extent of 
the problem is sectional or state, not 
National. The census reports for 1920 
show that the total number of children 
between 10 and 15 employed in the coun- 
try is approximately 1,100,000. The dis- | 
linctly Southern states contribute 700,- 
900 and the rest of the country 400,000. 
It is true the preponderance is in the | 
South, but the whole country is guilty | 
of child exploftation in greater or lesser | 
degree, and what is the result? Rhode | 
Island employs 15 per cent of its total 
child population between 19 and 15 and 
€.5 per cent of its total population is 
jiliterate. Mississippi exploits 25 per 
eent of ite child population and has an 
Miiteracy rate of 17.2 per cent. A high 
rate of child employment means a high 
rate of illiteracy.

HOW RADIO SAVES LIVES. IN THE 


FROZEN NORTH 


— 


P in the frozen region of the North- 
UJ ern. Pacific, where men  Trisk their 

lives to obtain Sealskins and furs, 
radio has proven a particular boon. This 
fact is shown in the annua! report of tie 
Coast” Guardy which cites a number of 
instances where radio was the means 
of bringing asSistance to wrecked and 
stranded vessels. 

According to an internationai conyen- 
tion between the United States, Great 
Britain, Russia and Japan. this country 
maintains a patrol of the watera of the 


North: Pacific Ocean, Bering’ Sea and 
Southeastern Alaska every year. WDur- 


ing the past year, the report shows, these 
vessels cruised nearly 60,000 miles; they 
boarded and examined 214 vessels and 
rendered medical assistance in 161 cases. 
Then vessels in distress were assisted and 
324 passengers were transporied. 

Below are quoted extracts from the 
Coast Guard report which show ‘the 
value of the work being done in the 
Northern Pacific region: 


“The Algonquin detailed to 
main in the Bering Sea unti! the 
commercial vessel] had cleared the vicin- 
ity of Nome, then to proceed to Seattie.

and transported to Nome, where they 
were cared for and later placed on board 
the steamship Victoria, bound for Seat-

tle. The Silver Wave made Nome on 
Oct. 22, and her arrival eleared up the 


situation of overdue and missing trading 
vessels in that locality. The Victoria 
sailed from Nome on Oct. 23 and passed 
out of Bering Sea on Oct. 25. After re- 
ceiving on board two destitute seamen, 
the Algonquin left Nome on Oct. 24 for 
Unalaska ~ fuel and fresh water. The 
steamship B@iford left Nome on Oct, 28 
and eleared Bering Sea without mishap. 

“The Algonquin arrived at Unalaska 
on Oct. 27, filled fuel-oil and fresh-wa- 
ter tanks; received from the superin-
